mite-gun cruiser Tor tho government, which 
will be capable of running twenty knots an 
hour aud ot I'.ring a 200-pound dynamite shel', 
every two minutes. Tho vessel is to cost not 
more than S:MO,000, but should it fail to moot 
Ihc requirements of the contract when !in- 
ithod, the contractors must 
refund 
the 


amount expended by the government. It it 
said that on account cf this requirement tho 
contract has gone begging tor six months 
past. 


The dynamite projcctiie to b; used is 


thrown from a long steel tnbo by means ol 
tho sudden release of compressed air at l.UUO 
pounds pressure per squaro inch. Tho valve 
at thu br<-uch of the gun being oponc.il and 
compressed, air bying admitted, thoro is nc 
shock, but an immense velocity is attained 
before the shell leaves the niu/./,lc-, and nt n 
range of two miles tho accuracy of the gun 
Ls said to bo remarkable. The cartridge con- 
sists of a thin copper can of tho diameter of 
the bore of the gun, containing 200 pounds ot 
dynamite, and atlai.-hod to it a long wooden
